G eorgetow n Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts will 
xhibit th eir niudel rocketry projects Jan u ary 30 
nd com pete the following day in a contest with 
heir m iniature m issiles, Je rry G lave, Pack No. 
51 cubm aster, announced Thursday. 
Not only does Glave consider the com petition 
he first such event in Texas Scouting history, 
tut he is planning to have a NASA astronaut at- 
end the exhibition in Georgetown. 
G lave said Scout leaders are m eeting again 
his week to organize the contest. 
He said the events will involve Troop and Pack 
'Jo. 151, Troop and Pack No. 153, and possibly 
he Scouts in Troop No. 150. 
Though Scout leaders have not yet arranged 
he final details, Glave said the program calls 
or two events. 
On the evening of January 30, the estim ated 
IOO Cub Scouts and 60 Boy Scouts participating in 
he com petition will exhibit their p rojects in 
Georgetown, he said. 
Then, on F ebruary I, the Cub Scouts will com ­ 
pete w ith their rockets and the Boy Scouts will 
Hold a contest with their larg er and m ore 
elaborate m issiles 
The com petition is tentatively planned for the 


Georgetown M unicipal A irport, G lave said. 
Through F rank Hughes, the NASA flight ac­ 
tivities officer who spoke last week at the 
Georgetown C ham ber of C om m erce banquet, 
the Scouts a re planning to bring an astronaut to 
G eorgetown to w itness the events. 
Organizing the exhibition and com petition are 
Glave, Pack No. 151 cubm aster; Je rry Law yer, 
Troop No. 151 scoutm aster; Ted Rowell, Troop 
No. 153 sco u tm aster; Jim King, Pack No. 153 
c u b m a s te r ; 
an d S co u t le a d e r s R o d n ey 
M ontgom ery and E arn est Lincoln 
Glave explained that the G eorgetow n Cub 
Scouts and Boy Scouts have worked on their 
m odel rocket projects for several m onths. The 
rockets are m ade of paper or plastic tubes and 
launched w ith a portable engine. 
Each rocket is designed to return to the 
ground safely by gliding or by a parachute. 
The rockets will soar as high as 1000 feet in the 
air, he said. 
The Cub Scout com petition will be judged on 
how long each contestant’s rocket stays in the 


air, G lave said. 
The Boy Scouts will com pete for accuracy and 
other skills with their rocket projects, he added.

WHETHER THIS ACT would fall under the 
heading of sound fiscal policies is som ething else 
again, but m ost of us take a bird in hand for one 


on the bush 
Of course, P resident Ford probably couldn t 
get by with such a plan anyway. The cry of dis­ 
crim ination and favoring the rich will inevitably 
com e up if such a schem e is offered. The com ­ 
plaint will be that the $50,000 earn er doesn’t need 
a kickback on his taxes, while the fellow m aking 
$5,000 needs a lot m ore than IO per cent. 
C ertainly, there is no plan th at will please 
everyone, but an across-the-board rebate would 
undoubtedly m ake a lot of people happy and. at 
the sam e tim e, quickly plow a lot of m oney back 
into circulation badly needed in the business 


houses of A m erica. 


A significant return of tax money to the public 
would stim ulate business, increase sales in 
everything from beef to Buicks and thereby br­ 
ing hundreds of thousands of m en back into 
productive jobs. 


Sound fiscal policy people will point out, grim ­ 
ly. that such an act m ight m ake us all happy for 
a few m onths but surely m ake the final agony of 
accountability m ore severe. 


INTEREST RATES and, to som e extent, 
building costs appear headed dow nw ard, which 
is m ighty good thinking so far as the gigantic 
housing industry of our country is concerned. 
The building and selling fever that raged in 
and around G eorgetow n a year ago has now 
sim m ered down but the need is still very much 
here. If conditions perm it, if confidence in the 
future of our econom y is rebuilt, we can expect 
to see a trem endous surge in local building very

Worse, on that borrowed money he is not paying j u s t e r 
interest any m ore; he is required to pay 13% interest. 
And if he defaults, the bank will sell his stock - his one 
tim e estate of a quarter-m illion dollars will be gone — and 
he ll still owe the bank $140,000 
This problem is not lim ited to the executive with m ortgag­ 
ed stock Many sm all businesses w ere built on borrowed 
money, using stock as collateral Those businessm en are 
sw eating blood these days to keep up their interest paym ents 
on that loan 
BANKERS WILL TELL YOU that borrow ers who w ere 
never tardy before in m aking interest paym ents are now 30 
days late — some 60 days late. 
th e ir expenses are higher, due to inflation, and their in­ 
vestm ents are worth less due to recession. 
And, in some cases, their high-salaried jobs are in jeo p ar­

He has blamed 
the Israelis, for instance, for 
touching off the recent w ar jit­ 
ters. 
He explained at a secret 
W hite H ouse m e e tin g th a t 
Israeli politicians began making 
strong statem ents to win votes. 
“As the Israeli politicians go on 
TV with tough statem ents,’ said 
Kissinger, according to tlx* con­ 
fidential minutes, “the Arabs see 
that and get tougher, too 
Kissinger also noted that the 
world, with the exception of the 
United States, w as lining up 
against Israel He is particularly 


w orried about the M editerra 
nean area. 
T he Greeks have indicated 
that the United States won’t be 
perm itted to use its bases in 
G reece to supply Israel in case of 
a resum ption of the Middle E ast 
war. 
Kissinger is also fearful that 
the Turks, who have religious 
ties to the A rab world, m ay bar 
Israeli shipm ents from going 
through their country. 
And Iran, another key Moslem 
country, is shifting from the 
Israeli to the A rab side. This 
could be disastrous for Israel, 
which depends upon Iran for 
alm ost half its oil. 
SKI CHASE The Secret Ser­ 
vice had a frantic Christm as try ­ 
ing to keep up with the First 
F am ily on the C olorado ski 
slopes. 
The agents set up security 
headquarters in a portable White 
House van and special agents 
who could handle themselves on 
the slopes, including a radio- 
equipped ski patrolm an, stuck 
close to the President. 
He usually gave them an easy' 
tim e on the packed slopes. But 
occasionally he led them down 
the more harrow ing powdered 
slopes.

8th grade job education program 
explained to G ’town Lions Club 


The c a r e e r e d u ca tio n 
program at the Georgetown 
junior High School was explain­ 
ed to the Noon Lions Club 
Wednesday by four local eighth- 
graders and teacher Daniel 
Beaver. 
Beaver told the Lions that 
Georgetown is one of 130 Texas 
school districts to establish a 
career education course in its 
junior high school. 
The program. Beaver said, is 
designed to acquaint students 
with the different job opportun­ 
ities in today’s working world. 
Four eighth graders -Lori 
Naizer. 
Lynette 
Saterfield, 
Jeanne Clifford and Mike 
Thomson — demonstrated 
aspects of the educational 
program. 
The four students were 
among 87 eighth-graders at the 
Georgetown Junior High School 
attending a 45-minute class on 
occupations each day during the 
first semester. 
LORI N A IZER told the Lions 
Club that the program explains 
the importance of choosing a 
career. 
Through the junior high pilot 
piogt dirt, :>Lss Naizer said, she 
and her classmates learn about 
the availability, salaries, and 
working conditions of various 
jobs. 
Miss Naizer, who said she 
hopes to attend the University 
of Texas to prepare for a career 
in social work, said one learn­ 
ing tool in the pilot program is 
the occupation education kit, 
which includes pamphlets on 
400 different jobs. 
She said the class is able to 
relate to different jobs through 
field trips, which is "one thing 
our school needs more of 
JE A N N E C LIFFO RD follow 
ed Miss Naizer’s presentation 
with comments on her chosen 
profession — accounting 
She noted that the demand for 
accountants in business, 
government and non-profit 
organizations is high. 
Miss Clifford said the begin­ 
ning salary for an accountant is 
$10,700 to $11,700, and that a 
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top-notch accountant can ex­ 
pect to double that beginning 
figure in five years 
Another favorable aspect of 
the profession is the comfor­ 
table working conditions, she 
added 
She listed eye strain as a 
possible 
working 
hazard 
Prospective accountants should 
have an intelligence, a flair for 
figures, concentration and the 
ability to interpret data, she 
said. 
A 4-year college program is 
necessary for an accounting 
degree, Miss Clifford said. She 
added that there s a shortage of 
qualified accountants today, 
and that the shortage is ex­ 
pected to continue for five to 
ten years. 


L Y N E T T E S A T E R F IE L D 
told the Lions she regards 
social work, her chosen occu­ 
pation. as a ‘‘rew arding 
career." 
Miss Saterfield said social 
work offers three different job 
ooDortunities: 
•Case workers, who counsel an 
individual or a family in solving 
social problems. 
•Group workers, who assist a 
group, instead of individuals, in 
dealing with social problems 
• Community 
organization 
workers, who study organiza­ 
tions in the community to see if 
they are meeting the needs of 
the community. 


M IK E THOMSON said the 
career education program in 
the eighth grade helps junior 
high school students to choose 
appropriate classes in high 
school 
He hopes to enter an 
agriculture-related career, and 
reported to the Lions Club on 


aspects of the cattle business. 
Thomson noted that ranching 
is a year ’round job, and that 
despite temperatures of IOO 
degrees in the summer or 20 
degrees in the winter, the 
rancher must keep on working. 
He said cattle producers re­ 
quire scientific and practical 
knowledge, and that informed 
guessing in the cattle business 
is necessary. 
Other requirements are "ex­ 
perience, education and capital 
— especially capital, Thomson 
said. Earnings fluctuate depen­ 
ding on the size and location of 
the ranch and the ability of the 
cattleman, he added. 
All in all, ranching is a gam­ 
ble, Thomson said 
" If you 
don't know what you’re doing, 
you could easily go broke." 


After the three presentations, 
Daniel Beaver, who is teaching 
the career education classes at 
the junior high, said that each 
student becomes familiar with 
about 35 different job opportun­ 
ities. 
"W e don't concentrate on any 
one a r e a . ' ’ B e a v e r said 
“ everyone studies information 
on numerous jobs, and then 
they begin to build on one oc­ 
cupation or re lated o c ­ 
cupations." 


Field trips to different in­ 
dustries are beneficial, he said, 
because students get the chance 
to see different workers in ac­ 
tion — "and you can’t get that 
kind of experience from a 
book 
The eighth-grade career edu­ 
cation course is a pilot program 
at the Georgetown Junior High 
School. It is funded by the state 
and federal government, 
Beaver said

Cases on docket 
up in December 


Total criminal cases on the 
W illiam son County 
Court 
docket increased from 212 to 
215 during December 
Although the court disposed 
of 59 cases, 62 cases were added 
to the docket during the month, 
according to the county’s report 
to the Texas Civil Judicial 
Council, 
The number of civil cases on 
the docket increased from 160 
to 163. 
The TCJC monthly report, 
prepared by Neal Boydston, 
court clerk, 
nates that the 
crim inal court docket, on 
December I, included 38 cases 
of driving while intoxicated, 50 
cases of swindling with a 
worthless check. 42 cases of 
marijuana possession and 82 
other criminal offenses. 
During the month, 23 DWIs, 
nine worthless check cases, 15 
poi possession cases and 15 
other suspected offenses were 
added to the docket 
Three of 
the other criminal offenses, the 


report states, reached the 
docket by appeal from lower 
courts. 
Williamson County Court, 
meanwhile, disposed of 14 DWI 
cases (13 by pleas of guilty or 
nolo contendere and one by dis­ 
missal) and IO worthless check 
cases (five by plea and five by 
dismissal). 
Also disposed of were 15 
marijuana cases (12 by plea and 
three by dismissal) and 20 other 
cases (12 by plea, two by jury 
trial, and six by dismissal). 
Left on the docket at the end 
of December were 47 DWIs, 49 
worthless check cases, 42 
marijuana cases and 77 other 
cases. 
Williamson County Court dis­ 
posed of no civil cases during 
the month 
Three civil cases 
were added to the docket.

YATES CITED TWO reasons 
why he is planning the trip to 
Alaska in 1975 
“ First of all, I’m getting up in 
age I’m 50 now, and if I wait 
any longer I won t be physically 
able to survive there,’ he said 
“ Second. I want to make it to 
Alaska before any more of the 
wilderness there disappears 
It s the oil pipeline, Yates 
said, t h a t s to bl ame for 
destroying Alaska s beauty. 
“ I was flying over the state 
o n c e 
a n d 
p a s s e d 
t h e 
Yukon—and then sighted the 
pipeline road for the first time. 
It looked like a scar, a 700-foot 
wide scar, all the way from the 
Yukon to the coast." 
The road for the pipeline 
stretches the entire length of 
the state, poking into forests 
and cutting through mountains 
where no adventurer had ever 
set foot 
The 700-foot wide 
right-of-way will lend itself to 
the construction of other roads 
in Alaska’s wilderness, Yates 
said 
In the end. much of the 
state’s natural beauty will dis­ 
solve. 
THOUGH WALTER YATES 
m o u r n s t he loss of t h e 
wilderness, he does not object 
to the pipeline’s purpose. To 
him, ifs a crucial necessity. 
"We need the pipeline, but 
it s a shame we will pay such a 
price,” he said. 
Yates, a bush pilot who has 
clocked 3000 hours in the air, 
has visited Alaska in four trips 
to the state. 
During the last excursion, a 6- 
week trip from late September 
to early October, his wife Edith 
accompanied him. 
“ At first slit- was deadset 
against my plan to build a cabin 
and rough it alone for eight 
months, ” Y ates explained 
“ But after that trip—it was our 
first chance to carefully look 
the country over—she didn’t 
object." 
WHILE CRISSCROSSING the 
state, Walter and Edith Yates 
selected two sites for the 
adventurer’s cabin. The sites 
were chosen for their proximity 
to a lake, tim ber and game. 
He needs a lake nearby to 
land a plane when flying in 
supplies. And the forest, of 
course, will provide him with 
m a teria ls for building his 
cabin. 
Alaska is surprisingly rich in 
its animal life, Yates said. He 
listed moose, elk, caribou, and 
dawl sheep as gam e he hopes to 
encounter 
“The dawl sheep is a moun­ 
tain animal, and extremely dif­ 
ficult to get close to," he ex­ 
plained. 
" B u t during the 
winter, if the tem perature 
drops low enough, the sheep 
come out of the mountains, and

its possible to get a good shot 
at them. ” 
When Yates takes that good 
shot,’ chances are he ll be poin­ 
ting his cam era, not his gun. 
“LONG AGO, I STOPPED 
hunting with my rifle and 
started with my photography 
equipment,” he said. 
Other game Yates expects to 
see in Alaska include bear, 
sable, ermine, wolverine, fox, 
mink, otter and beaver 
The nearest neighbors to his 
cabin site will live in the 4-cabin 
trapper outpost of Chisana, IOO 
miles away. 
WHEN 
HIS C A B I N IS 
BUILT. Yat es will fly to 
Anchorage, where he plans to 
leave his plane. A bush pilot 
will then fly him back to the 
cabin, to spend five months in 
isolation. 
He has, however, arranged 
with a pilot in the area to check 
on him during the winter. Yates 
will rig a flagpole at his camp­ 
site. and his fellow pilot, when 
passing over the cabin every 
two weeks will note what color 
flag is waving in the breeze. 
Though without his plane, 
Y a t e s won t be w i t h o u t 
transportation. 
I’M TAKING ALONG A 
hand-drawn toboggan that the 
Eskimos designed. It drags 
easy and will allow me to make 
excursions into the country and 
to move around supplies,’’ he 
said. His cam ping gear is 
costing him about $1500, and 
Yates will also take along about 
$1500 in clothes. 
“ My camping equipment isn t 
all that elaborate,” Yates ad­ 
mitted. His sleeping bag cost a 
mere $250. He plans to take an 
Army stove that will burn oil or 
wood, and a barrel of oil. 
HIS CLOTHES for the trek 
were made in Seattle. He will 
wear them in layers, and shed 
items of clothing as the day 
grows warm er at his cabin site. 
“ At first, I wasn’t going to 
take along a chain saw .” Yates 
said. "Since then. I’ve changed 
my mind.” 
Yates has had experience 
building log cabins before, par­ 
ticularly in his boyhood home in 
Arkansas. 
But a few tricks in the 
Alaskan wilderness will enable 
Yates to com plete the job 
rn.

He plans to smooth opposite 
sides of each log with his chain 
saw blade. A mixture of moss 
and clay will provide the caulk­ 
ing cement to shut out the cold. 
And for the roof insulation, 
Yates will useslabs of the tun­ 
dra—the decayed vegetable 
m atter mixed with earth that 
covers the frozen north. 
Yates has studied the fron­ 
tier, reading dozens of books on 
Alaska itself. 
During his 8- 
month trip, he ll keep a journal 
of his daily activities. 
THE FILM HE IS PLAN- 
ning to shoot will be a 1-houi 
documentary on the wilderness. 
"Twentv-five percent of the 
d o c u m e n t a r y is a l r e a d y 
filmed," he said “ I shot it at 
several thousand feet while fly­ 
ing over the state.” 
For every IOO feet of film he 
shoots, Yates said he will edit 
out 90 feet. 
“I ve rigged up the cam era 
with a rem ote control, so I can 
take movies of myself when I’m 
building the cabin, for in­ 
stance.” 
The cam era is treated with a 
special lubricant that will 
enable it to withstand the cold, 
he said. 
Yates has had several of his 
films shown on an Austin televi­ 
sion station, and he anticipates 
no difficulty in marketing his 
documentary. 
Yates describes himself as 
“ very cautious and a good 
mechanic.” He said it will re­ 
quire "ingenuity” to survive his 
trip. 
“ANY ACCIDENT UP there 
could hurt and possibly kill 
m e,” he said. “ If I’m severely 
injured, there’s little chance I 
could get word to anybody.” 
During the winter, frostbite is 
his prime concern, but the No. I 
hazard doen’t pop up until spr­ 
ing. 
When the bears come out of 
hibernation, I hear they're 
mean and ornery,” Yates said. 
Once, when he was spending 
the night in an Alaskan cabin 
owned by his friend. Dale Hart, 
a bear tried to break inside. 
“ I banged on the walls for a 
while," he remembered, “and 
the bear finally left. But when I 
went outside to check, I found 
he chewed off part of the logs 
on one side of the cabin." 
HE DOESN’T EXPECT TOO 
much trouble finding food. 
“During the summer and fall, 
there are lots of berries rn 
Alaska. The tem perature rises 
to a pleasant 50 or 60 degrees, 
and I’ll be able to pick a supply 
of berries to store for the 
winter.” 
He plans to spend much of his 
time making jellies. 
During the summer, he’ll 
make use of a natural freezer 
found two to six feet below the 
surface, where the ground is 
frozen all year around. 
THE AIRPLANE he will take 
is a modified Cessna 175, with a 
larger engine and oversized 
tires. The aircraft is also 
equipped with wings to allow 
him to land at low speeds and 
short distances. 
Walter Yates is enthusiastic, 
and he’s certain the trip is 
destined for success. 
“ I ll be keeping my wife and 
friends posted during the first 
three m onths by sending a 
new sletter back hom e,” he 
said. “ But after September, it's 
total isolation ”

I. Most popular vegetables consumed: lettuce, tomatoes, 
potatoes, onions, celery, green beans, sweet com, peas, English 
and Southern; peppers, carrots, cabbage, broccoli, cauliflower, 
squash, okra, greens, turnip, collard, mustard, chard, spinach. 
II. Selections of vegetables for a model of a small 20x21 ft gar­ 
den. (7 beds, 3 feet on center and rows 20 ft. long)

Bed I. Onions—2 rows on the bed, 8 to 12 inches apart. 200 
plants required, transplant about 2V* inches apart in the row dur­ 
ing good weather in late December to the middle of February. To 
produce large bulbs, harvest every other plant for green onions. 
Bed 2. Lettuce and Cabbage — use 15 feet of bed for lettuce and 
5 ft. for cabbage. Make three plantings of lettuce, 5 feet of bed 
each and 2 rows on the bed about IO inches apart. Make first plan­ 
ting during good weather in January or February with last plan­ 
ting by mid March Transplant four or five cabbage plants in 5 
feet of bed by mid March or before 
Bed 3. Green Beans — seed bush green beans after the soil 
warms to 65 degrees in March.

Fruit expert 
instructs 
gardeners 


Organic gardening, anyone

Local gardeners were told 
this week to study the climate 
and soil of Williamson County 
before choosing fruit trees to 
plant. 
Dr. Arlie Powell, a Texas 
A&M University professor and 
a fruit production specialist, 
spoke to gardeners in Walburg, 
Leander and Taylor. 
“ Find out what fruit trees are 
adapted to the clim ate and soil 
of your area, 
Powell said. 
He explained that because 
m ost fruits require an ac­ 
cumulation of hours in weather 
below 45 degrees, Williamson 
County is not the most ideal 
location for fruit orchards. 
However, with careful plan­ 
ning, gardeners can expect a 
successful fru it crop from 
wisely-chosen trees, he said. 
Powell distributed copies of a 
list of fruit trees adapted to 
Williamson County. 
He explained that in dis­ 
cussions of fruiting behavior, 
one question is always asked 
Will one tree, planted by itself, 
bear fruit? 
Powell noted that some trees 
are self-fru itfu l, and 
will 
produce fruit when isolated. 
These include peaches, persim ­ 
mons and some varieties of 
cherries. 
The Texas Extension Ag­ 
ricultural Service horticultur- 
alist said that if a gardener 
wants to plant just one tree, a 
self-fruitful tree must be used. 
On the other hand, he said, 
o th er fru its req u ire cro ss­ 
pollination with a different 
variety of the same fruit. Such

trees as apples, pears, plums 
and sweet cherries, for exam­ 
ple, will not bear fruit if planted 
alone. 
And, he added, gardeners 
must not apply insecticides dur­ 
ing blooming, because the in­ 
sects are needed in the cross­ 
pollination process. 
An apple tree can be expected 
to yield 10-20 bushels of fruit, 
Powell said. 
He added that a dwarf apple 
tree will yield 1-10 bushels; a 
pear tree, 10-20 bushels; 1 and a 
peach tree, 2-4 bushels. 
‘Plant what you need,’’ the 
fruit expert said. “ If your fam i­ 
ly is not a big fruit eater, then 
don’t plant a tree that wilt 
produce too many bushels. 
Powell explained that an ap­ 
ple tree will bear fruit 4-6 years 
after it’s first planted A peach 
tree will produce fruit three 
vears after planting. 
“ A pear tree is a beautiful 
specimen in the yard as well as 
in the garden," he said. 
“And it s as consistent a fruit 
tree as you can grow." 
He added that p ear tre e 
owners must diligently spray 
their trees to expect a good 
harvest. 
Pears require 500-700 hours in 
tem peratures below 45 degrees, 
Powell said. 
G ardeners not concerned 
with fruit — only with beauty — 
should plant an apricot tree, he 
suggested. 
“ Apricots will bloom early 
and lose their fruit to late 
freezes, but they are certainly a 
beautiful sight to behold,’’ 
Powell said. 
P e r s i m m o n is a n o t h e r 
decorative tree, that will live a 
long life, he added. 
Small fruit plants, such as 
blackberries, figs, grapes and 
strawberries, have some ad­ 
vantages over the larger fruit 
trees, Powell noted. 
These small plants bloom at 
an early age, facilitate insect 
and disease control, are more 
consistent in cropping, are 
more easily propagated and es­ 
tablished, and require less 
space 
Moreover, almost all of the 
small fruit plants are self­ 
fruitful. and will bear fruit 
when planted alone, he said. 
Blackberries will begin bear­ 
ing fruit 15 months after plan­ 
ting. and will yield a gallon of 
berries per plant each season, 
Powell said 
Fig plants, which yield 1-3 
bushels each season, will begin 
bearing fruit 18 months after 
planting, he added. 
Powell said g r a p e s will 
produce a crop 30 months after 
planting, and will yield 20-30 
pounds of fruit. 
Strawberries, with a yield of 
one pint per plant, will fruit 3-12 
months after planting, he said 


The use of a compost soil 
supplement in organic garden­ 
ing was explained to William­ 
son County gardeners this week 
by Dr John E. Larsen, a Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service 
expert on vegetable production 
Larsen presented a program 
with 80 slides displaying the 
benefits of the organic garden­ 
ing m e t h o d to b a c k y a r d 
farm ers at sessions in Walburg. 
Leander and Taylor. 
The following is his advice to 
Williamson County gardeners: 
Organic m atter, while not 
necessary for plant growth, is a 
vital component of most soils. 
Under suitable climatic con­ 
ditions both animal and plant 
life gain a foothold on weather­ 
ing soil m aterials. 
As generations pass, organic 
residues are left to decay and 
mix with the decom posing 
mi n e r al m a s s which then 
becomes soil as we know it. 
When organic m atter from 
plant remains is added to soil, it 
is immediately attacked, if con­ 
ditions are favorable, by a host 
of different organism s in the 
soil. 
The easily decomposed com- 
p o u n d s s u c h as s u g a r s , 
starches, cellulose and proteins 
br ea k down rapidl y, first 
yielding complex interm ediate 
products and finally the simple 
products such as carbon diox­ 
ide, 
n i t r a t e s , 
s u l f a t e s , 
phosphates, 
calcium 
com ­ 
pounds. etc 
The lignins, fats and oils, 
waxes and resins decompose 
more slowly. In the decomposi­ 
tion process they unite with 
proteins and allied nitrogenous 
compounds to form a more per­ 
sistent product, humus. 
Although persistent, humus is 
not stable and also continuously 
decomposes to carbon dioxide 
: and the simple mineral com­ 
pounds 
IN THE SOUTH there is a 
rapid tu rn o v er of organic 
m atter in the soil, with es­ 
tim ates of IO percent or more of 
the organic m atter lost from 
the soil each year This tur­ 
n o v e r 
r e p r e s e n t s 
t h e 
biochemical activity of decom­ 
position p ro c e sse s by th e 
microorganisms. 
Thus the organic ma t t er 
serves as an energy source or 
food for the microorganisms. 
The simple products (minerals) 
of decom position serve as 
nutrients for plants and micro­ 
organisms. 
T he p e r s i s t e n t complex 
product 
of 
decom position, 
humus, has many functions in 
soil. It promotes granulation 
of soils which in turn promotes 
aeration and drainage. 
Humus, as a colloidal com­ 
plex, acts much the same as 
claty in absorbing hydrogen ions 
and the basic ions (calcium, 
magnesium, potassium , am ­ 
monium, sodium, etc ). 
The hydrogen humus (humic 
acid) reacts with soil minerals 
to dissolve or extract the basic 
nutrient ions which are then 
lo o se ly a b s o r b e d on the 
colloidal complex and are easily 
available to plants 
- 0— 
When low nitrogen plant 
residues other than legumes 
are added to the soil, the micro­ 
organisms immediately start 
decomposing or mineralizing 
the organic m atter with humus 
as the organc persistent end 
product. 
H o w e v e r , 
t h e 
m i c r o ­ 
organisms require carbon to 
nitrogen in a ratio of about IO to 
I in their tissue. 
Since m ost plant residues 
have a carbon to nitrogen ratio 
of 30 to I or more, the m icro­ 
o r g a n i s m s 
wi l l use 
t he 
available nitrogen in the soil for 
their needs 
If a crop is being grown in the 
soil at this time, the depletion 
of the soil nitrogen by the 
m icroorganism s 
causes the 
crop plants to be starved for 
nitrogen as observed by the 
yellowing of the foliage. 
If 
fertilizer nitrogen is not 
added, 
the 
m icroorganism s 
cont inue to keep the soil 
nitrogen depleted until the easi­ 
ly decomposed fraction of the 
organic m atter is broken down. 
At this stage the activity of 
the microorganisms is greatly 
reduced and the carbon to 
nitrogen ratio of the decomposi­ 
tion products approach that in 
the tissue of organisms so that 
n i t r o g e n a g a i n b e c o m e s 
available to the crop plants. 
T h e r e a r e two g e n e r a l 
methods of incorporating low 
nitrogen plant residues for im­ 
proving soils. One is to add 
about I pound of ammonium 
nitrate per IOO square feet per 
inch depth of organic residue 
This is best done in the fall of 
the year when no crop is to be 
• planted until the following spr­ 
ing A second method is to com­ 
post the crop residues first 
before incorporating them into 
the soil.

amount available. Over this 
sprinkle Ms pound of a complete 
fertilizer such as a IO-IO-IO or 
sim ilar analysis per square foot 
and one pound of finely ground 
limestone or oyster shell per six 
square feet. 
Where the soil is already high 
in lime such as in most areas of 
West Texas, sprinkle a gallon of 
soil instead of the pound of 
limestone Spray with w ater un­ 
til moistened. Do not use so 
much w ater that the fertilizer 
will be washed out. 
Add successive layers in the 
sam e until the pile is about four 
feet high. When completed, the 
pile should be straight sided and 
flat to saucer shaped on top. 
A little fertile soil added to 
each layer hastens the m icro­ 
biological activity or a com­ 
mercial composting m aterial 
may be used to “ seed 
the pile 
with microorganisms. 
In th e a b s e n c e of r ai n 
moderate watering is desirable 
to keep the pile moist. With 
warm weather as little as 7 to 
IO weeks is sufficient to obtain 
the desired degree of decom­ 
position. For the st r i ct l y 
organic gardener VI pound of 
blood meal or hoof and horn 
m eal and V2 pound of rock 


hulls, and some others may 
well be used as a surface mulch 
in the garden. 
It is not advisable to use them 
in early spring when the soil is 
cold as these m aterials main­ 
tain a cool soil tem perature 
that slows the growth to most 
plants. 
Irish potatoes are the excep­ 
tion as they like a cool soil. 
However, it best to delay the 
mulching of potatoes until the 
soil tem perature has warmed 
to about 60 degrees at a 4 to 6 
inch depth or until the plants 
are 8 to IO inches tall 
A layer of mulch 4 to 5 inches 
thick will control most weeds, 
maintain cool soil tem perature, 
and minimize soil moisture loss 
for potato production.

Whether the 
nutrients are added as organic, 
natural minerals, or com m er­ 
cial fertilizers, the nutrients 
are the same when they are ab­ 
sorbed bv the plant roots. 
ROCK PHOSPHATE is a 
natural product containing 
about 30 percent phosphate and 
3 to 4 percent fluorine. Organic 
gardeners generally disagree 
with fluorination of public 
w ater supplies, but approve of 
the use of rock phosphate with 
fluorine 
Commercial superphosphate 
has the fluorine removed. Rock 
phosphate is very insoluble in 
water, but is attacked by the 
humic and carbonic acids in soil 
so that it slow ly becom es 
available to plants. 
Legumes (beans and peas) 
have the ability to utilize more 
of the phosphate from rock 
phosphate than do other plants. 
Rock phosphate might better 
be added to the compost pile 
than directly to the soil. In this 
way some of the phosphorus 
will be con v e r t ed to the 
available form during the com­ 
posting process 
The natsral potassium min­ 
eral* are green sand (4-9 
percent), ground granite (8-10 
peecant), and m anure salts (20- 
30 percent). An organic source 
of potash is kelp (seaweed* 
Air-dried kelp contains about 
13 percent potash. 
When a great amount of org­ 
anic m atter is added to soil, 
either incorporated and/or as 


sam e as that in the com m ercial 
fertilizer, m uriate of potash. 
It al so contains sodium 
chloride (common table salt) 
as well as some other minerals 
The potassium in green sand 
and granite is insoluble.

While the plant nutrients in 
the form of organic fertilizers 
and natural mineral products 
are satisfactory when correctly 
used, they are in general m ore 
expensive and many are less 
available to the plant than those 
in the common com m ercial fer­ 
tilizers. 
Organic m atter is a valuable 
component of soil, and its value 
has been given previously. It 
would appear that the most in­ 
expensive method of “going 
organic’’ would be to use com­ 
m ercial fertilizers in the com­

microorganisms would convert 
the nutrients in the fertilizer to 
the organic form in their tissue 
The m icro o rg an ism s a re 
short-lived and -the turnover in 
th e dec omposi t i on of the 
microorganisms in the com­ 
posting process is tremendous. 
The nutrients in the com­ 
m ercial fertilizers added to the 
compost pile would then have 
been converted to the organic 
form and back to the mineral 
form many fold by the tim e the 
compost is used for enriching

The use of com m ercial fer­ 
tilizers for making organic fer­ 
tilizer by composting should bt* 
just as satisfactory as animal 
product fertilizers that were 
derived from animals fed grain 
and roughage that were grown 
by the use of com mercial fer­ 
tilizers, or as cottonseed meal 
derived from cotton that was 
grown by the use of com mercial 
fertilizers.

Moonglow — Looks like a 
good new USDA variety, good 
resistance to fireblight - is fair­ 
ly large fruit.

Orient, Kieffer, Garber —- 
resistan t to fireblight - but 
quality not exceptionally good 
for canning arid preserves.
